I told her that what 
we were trying to achicve is to conform the Special Counsel's 
authorities, which had been recently added to the bill, to the 
authorities the Special Counsel had with respect to proscribed. 
personnel practices which had received due consideration and had 
been an element of the legislation for some time. Ms. Luna pushed 
me and asked what this really boiled down to. I told her it had to 
do with the protection of classified information and the number of 
independent authorities involved in oversight of highly classified 
areas of Government, referring to the I0B and the intelligence 
oversight committees and the Hxecutive Order with its reporting 
requirements as hopefully sufficient for the task.
